NEW YORK, September 6.—The IW- 


ftaree will to morrow publish the follow- 
ing interview with Gov. Cornell. The 
Governor's long experience a? Chairman 
of the Republican State Committee, 
and his large acquaintance with public 
men, make his views of much interest 
and importance. 
He was asked for his 


opinion of 
Presidential prospects: 


"Judging from my own observations 
and information which reaches me from 
various sources, there can be no ques- 
tion of the success of the Republican 
party.

If this shall prove true Republicans 
need have no apprehensions. New York 
will unquestionably choose Republican 
clector8.

This of itself would carry the State, but 
we are to have a large vote in addition 
to our party vote. The non-partisan 
vote, which in 1876 was east for Tilden 
because it wanted a change, will this 
year vote the Republican ticket becansc 
it does not want a change. This vote 
will count \at least 30,000, and in 
changing from one side to the other 
will make a difference of 00,000 in the 
result." 
In explanation of what he 


meant by the non-partisan vote the 
Governor said he included merchants, 
tankers and business men of all kinds. 
•'Waufacturers," he said, "arc especially 
active -end zealous among their em- 
ployes, believing that & continuance of 
Republican policy is essential to their 
continued prosperity. Not more than 
75 per cent of the voters are distinctly 
party men and continue either Repub- 
licans or Democrats year after year. 
The other 25 per cent are essentially 
non-partisan, and.to a greater or less j 
degree shift from one side to the other 
as circumstances dictate. The wonder- 
ful prosperity of the country at the 
present time will contribute largely to 
a Republican success this year. We 
have the return of the tide which so 
nearly elected Tilden in 1876." After 
some further conversation as to details 
oi New York politics, in reply to an 
inquiry what States he would concede 
to the Democrats, the Governor said 
none but the old slave States. "Oar 
friends are contesting every one of 
the free states. At the recent election 
Oregon was carried by the republicans, 
and In Indiana we are making a promising 
canvass for state officers. If we should 
carry Indiana it will give us every free 
state. This would make nearly 100 ma- 
jority in the electoral college, and would 
instantly end all question a? to presiden- 
tial succession." After a moment's reflec- 
tion Ibe Governor added: "What a terri- 
ble misfortune it would be to have the 
doubtful and disputed result of 1370 re- 
peated this year. After that experience 
and considering now what is the domi- 
nating influence in both branches of the 
present congress which would have to 
count the vote, who can tell what might 
happen in case of a dispnted or doubtful 
election? How easy it would be to defeat 
the election of the republican candidates 
and revolutionize the government by con- 
gressional action? Instead of aimtug-a 
blow at an outpost like Fort Bumpier, 
this would be directed upon the heart of 
the republic 
Who can determine Its 


result'" After a pause he continued: 
"Fortunately, however, we need not con- 
template this durk picture; business men 
will not permit their present prosperous 
condition to be changed into a long 
win- 


ter of doubt and despair. They -will fin- 
ish the election on tbe 2nd ot November 
by a result so pronounced that the most 
reckless congressman will not dare to 
question it."

Slddea Octth of Xri. Dr. Aikeu-Tke Futril 


The following obituary in memory of 


the young wife and mother, who lived in 
Decatur a few years ago, is taken from 
the Norwich (Ontario) Gazette, of Sept. 2, 
1830: 


It is very doubtful whether any matter 


of local interest has ever created so pro- 
found a sensation m ll)e town as the in- 
telligence which reached our citizens' 
ears on Saturday morning lut, spreading 
far and wide the news of the sudden death 
of Mrs. Alkruan, the beloved wife of Dr. 
Aikman. On the previous evening many 
had seen and chatted with her, aud 
though she had complained of pain and 
had enwrapped her forehead with a damp 
cloth, nothing further than a severe head- 
ache was felt or apprehended. Later on 
in the evening, however, the pains in- 
creased, until four o'clock in the morn- 
ing, when congestion of the brain ensued, 
and she passed away, quietly and appa- 
rently at the last, without pain. It is 
difficult to find words to express the sud- 
den shock which prevailed throughout 
the community when the news spread; 
all kiew the estimable lady who had been 
called home so suddenly, many loved her 
as people loved members of their own 
families. Mrs. Aikmao, in the social cir- 
cles of Norwich, moved as its brightest 
centre point, and by her winsome, culti- 
vated manner attracted the Hearts of all. 
To her, home with its treasures was her 
all in all, hcf friends were bosom friends 
indeed, her acquaintances "knew her but 
to love her." 
In the world of music she 


had few rivals; tberc are not many who 
have attended public entertainments but 
have been enthralled by her magic touch 
on the piano, or by the rare compass of 
her voice. Where all knew and esteemed 
her, no "words, mere words" can add to, 
or take away from, the lustre of the rec- 
ord of her life; we can but leave her 
memory in the minds of all our people, 
embalmed there in its freshness, undying 
in its strength of uffeclion. The sympa- 
thy expressed on all sides is not merely a 
wave of sympathetic feeling, but more 
nearly represents a flood of excited feel- 
ing which comes to the surface in express- 
ions of deepest meaning. Towards the 
little ones left motherless the hearts of all 
are open, and in their loneliness they 
have the sympathy of all. "Death has 
all seasons for its own," and we can but 
recognize the irresistible strength of its 
mysterious ways in the sad event. Many 
know well the irresistible power of the 
rich and rare tones which arose on suc- 
cessive Sabbaths in the chancel of Trin- 
ity Church, and some perhaps have, since 
this sad occurrence, entered into a fuller 
realization of the deep meaning of the 
hymn she loved so well, and sang with so 
deep a pathos: 
"Lea<1 kindly Lisfht, amid the encircling ploom, 
Lead ttiou me on. 
The nlglit Is dark, and I am far from home; 
Lead thou me on. 
Keep thou my feet ; I do not ask to soo 
The distant scene; one step enough for me. 
So Ions? Thy power hath blessed me, su'o it still 
Will lead me on, 
O'er moor and fen, o'er crag and torrent, till 
The night is gone. 
And with the morn those angel faces smile, 
Which I have loved— and lost awhile. 


The funeral took place on Monday, the 


deceased beinc; borne to Trinity Church, 
where the solemn liturgical service in use 
on such sad occasions was pronounced by 
the Rev. Mr. Scott. The chancel, choir 
seats, communion table, pulpit, etc , were 
draped, and the church was so filled by 
the crowds assembled that even standing 
room could scarcely be obtained. The 
musical service was in attune with the 
deep solemnity of the occasion, and the | 
elergyman delivered a most impressive 
discourse, during the utterance of which 
many tears fell, the speaker himself be- 
ing at times almost unable to control his 
feelings. At the conclusion of the ser- 
vice, the vast funeral cortege proceeded 
to the cemetery, where last words were 
pronounced over the remains of the de- 
parted one, and the sods falling into the 
open grave, in recognition of tbe return 
of the lost form to earth, as "ashes to 
ashes," and "dust to dust," marked the 
closing scene in a end chapter of the social 
history of Norwich, which will.be remem- 
bered in many homes for long enough to 
come.
